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PRINCIPAL'S  MESSAGE

"Be  ye  doers  of  the  word,  and  not  hearers  only"  is  a  Scriptural  injunction  which 
laid  a  heavy  claim  upon  Toronto  Bible  College  in  its  formative  years,  and  which 
has  helped  to  mould  the  character  of  generations  of  students.  Two  principles  which 
have  guided  the  College  in  fulfilling  the  injunction  are:  the  corporate  leadership  of 
the   Holy   Spirit   and    student   self-government. 

Each  year  the  students  elect  twelve  of  their  fellows  who  meet  weekly  as  a 
Cabinet.  After  a  devotional  period,  each  leader  presents  the  problems  for  the  week 
from  his  committee:  devotional,  evangelistic,  missionary,  social,  publications  or 
nurse's.  Decisions  are  reached  through  discussion  and,  in  case  of  indecision,  matters 
are  deferred  for  prayer  until  the  mind  of  the  Holy  Spirit  can  be  discerned.  Since 
every  senior  student  is  a  member  of  a  committee,  cabinet  decisions  are  a  guiding 
factor  in  all  phases  of  student  life. 

"Doing  the  word",  however,  is  not  confined  to  student  life  within  the  College. 
Each  student  is  expected  for  one  full  school  year,  to  teach  in  a  Bible  School  and  to 
help  in  the  evangelistic  services  conducted  in  the  hospital.  These  are  two  of  the 
six  units  of  practical  work  undertaken  as  an  undergraduate. 

The  results  of  such  training  are  far-reaching,  helping  to  mould  the  character  of 
future  soldiers  of  the  Cross.  They  learn  something  about  working  with  others, 
and  the  larger  lesson  of  facing  the  spiritual  powers  of  darkness  and  of  overcoming 
by  the  word  of  their  testimony.  Later  they  can  solve  the  spiritual  problems  of  the 
ministry.  They  have  either  met  something  akin  to  them  in  their  student  days,  or 
they  have  learned  how  to  apply  these  principles,  relying  upon  the  guidance  of  the 
Spirit  of  God.
